Program  recruits  greater  company  participation

"There  has  been  a  12  percent  in- 
crease in  the  number  o(  companies  who 
will  be  participating  in  the  on-campus 
recruitment  program  for  seniors  and 
alumni  this  fall  al  IPFW,  said  Linda 
Scott,  coordinator  placement  services 
at  IPFW. 

This  increase  is  in  comparison  to  the 
number  of  companies  who  interviewed 
students  at  IPFW  last  fall. 

"Some companies  have  reduced  their 
campus  recruitment  because  the 
economy  is  good.  We  are  pleased  to 
have  53  companies  participating  in  our 


on-campus  interviews  this  fall."  said 
Scott. 

"This  is  the  second  year  for  our  pre- 
selected interviews.  Companies  select 
the  candidate  they  want  to  interview," 
said  Scott. 

"The  pre-selecled  interviews  have 
been  received  well  by  both  the  com- 
panies interviewing  and  the  students 
being  interviewed,"  she  added. 

Scott  said  the  companies  like  the 
process  of  selecting  people  who  meet 
their  needs  by  looking  at  their 
resumes,  and  consequently,  the 
number  of  companies  who  are  willing  to 
interview  has  increased.

Police  arrest  woman

A  local  woman  was  disarmed  and 

brought  into  custody  after  she  pulled  a 
weapon  from  her  purse  in  the  presence 
of  IPFW  police  chief,  Larry  Gaff. 

On  Oct.  16  at  approximately  4  p.m., 
Gass  was  transporting  the  woman,  an 
IPFW  employee,  to  her  residence  al 
her  request  he  says.  Gaff  had  been 
called  for  aid  by  the  woman's  super- 
visor. 

"I  felt  she  was  under  considerable 
stress,"  Gaff  said.  She  became 
agitated  and  pulled  a  ,32-caliber 
handgun  out  of  her  purse.  Gaff  says  he 
disarmed  her  and  arrested  her. 


While  moving  the  woman  from  his 
vehicle  to  the  University  police  office. 
Gaff  said  he  was  approached  by  a  man 
claiming  to  be  a  Communicator 
reporter.  The  man  interfered  with 
Gaff,  causing  him  to  briefly  lose 
control  of  the  woman.  Gaff  says  he 
quickly  regained  control  and  brought 
the  woman  into  the  police  office. 

The  woman,  who  Gaff  says  was 
obviously  confused  and  needed 
assistance,  was  then  transported  to 
Lutheran  Hospital.  She  has  been 
committed  by  the  courts  "  for 
psychiatrictreatment.

an  interview. 

Students  have  received  the  method 
well  because  Ihey  have  access  to 
having  the  university  mail  their 
resumes  free,  students  can  still  be 
considered  for  interviews  even  if  they 
don't  meet  the  advertised  degree 
requirements  by  writing  a  letter  to  the 
company  and  asking  for  an  interview, 
and  students  also  have  the  opportunity 
to  interview  when  their  resumes  aren't 
chosen. 

Sometimes  unexpected  job  openings 
arise  within  a  company.  This  provides 
the  opportunity  for  the  additional  in- 
terviewing of  other  candidates  besides 


those    the    company    has    previously 

All  company  interviewers  fill  out  an 
interviewing  record  for  each  candidate 
Ihey  interview,  which  gives  immediate 
feedback  lo  students.  If  students  feel 
they  cannot  write  good  resumes, 
workshops  and  help  are  available 
through  the  placement  office. 

On  Sept.  II,  1935,  a  list  of  companies 
interviewing  was  pasted  on  the  bulletin 
board  outside  of  the  placement  office. 
Handouts  were  also  available  in  room 
113  of  Walb  Memorial  Union. 

Students  who  were  interested  in  in- 
terviewing left  resumes  in  the  folder  of 
each  company  they  hoped  to  reach. 


This  was  done  prior  to  Sept.  18,  1985. 

On  Sept.  19,  1985,  mailings  which 
included  students'  resumes  were  sent  lo 
each  company.  About  1200  resumes 
were  sent  out. 

Companies  decided  who  Ihey  wanted  - 
lo  interview  from  Ihe  resumes.  They 
then  contacted  the  placement  office 
with  the  names  of  selected  candidates. 

A  list  of  selected  candidates  was  once 
again  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
outside  the  placement  office  on  Oct.  9, 
1985. 

Students  whose  names  appeared  on 
this  list  should  contact  the  placement 
office  before  Octobe  14,  1985. 


Some  students  who  were  to  be  in- 
terviewed on  Oct.  10, 1985,  have  already 
been  contacted  by  the  placement  office. 

"There  are  listings  from  almost  all 
disciplines  at  IPFW,"  said  Scoll. 

Someof  the  companies  contacted  last 
summer  and  interviewing  at  IPFW  are 
Coopers  &  Lybrand,  Ernest  &  Whinney, 
Drees,  Robinson  and  Perugini,  and  CTS 
Corporation. 

On-campus  recruitment  is  done  twice 
a  year.  If  you  missed  the  first  session, 
the  next  one  will  be  Feb.  24-April  11, 
1986.

Forum  discusses  Star  Wars  technology

"The  Soviet  Union  has  been  conducting  similar  research  for  some  time,"  said 
Julius  Smulkstys  while  discussing  why  the  United  States  should  support  a  program 
of  Star  Wars  technology. 

Smulkstys,  dean  of  Arts  and  Letters  at  IPFW,  and  Van  Coufoudakis,  professor 
of  political  science  at  IPFW,  were  the  featured  speakers  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Third  Thursday  Forum  on  Oct.  17. 

Star  Wars  technology  is  the  name  applied  to  a  defense  system  promoted  by 
President  Reagan  called  the  Strategic  Defense  Initiative  ( SDI ) . 

Coufoudakis,  speaking  against  SDI,  said  it  involves  potential  violations  of  in- 
ternational treaties  including  the  1972  Anti-Ballistic  Missile  t  ABM  )  Treaty. 

Weapons  systems  are  developed  to  prevent  political  "blackmail"  by  another 
country,  said  Smulkstys.  "The  key  to  nuclear  defense  is  deterrence,"  he  said.  A 
Reagan  administration  statement  said  an  aggressor's  uncertainty  whether  our 


defenses  could  be  penetrated  would  be  substantially  increased  with  SDI,  thereby 
making  a  system  of  ballistic  missiles  obsolete  and  impotent. 

Our  current  weapons  systems  are  based  on  the  concept  of  mutually  assured 
destruction  IM.A.D.J,  SDI  is  a  means  of  defense  based  on  destroying  weapons 
rather  than  destroying  cities,  Smulkstys  said. 

1    "Very  effective  defense  could  reduce  substantially  the  possibility  of  nuclear 
conflict,"  said  the  administration  paper. 

Coufoudakis  gave  several  reasons  why  SDI  would  not  provide  an  effective 
defense  system.  "SDI  increases  the  risks  of  nuclear  war  by  creating  perceptions 
that  the  United  States  is  aiming  at  a  first  strike  capability, "  he  said. 

Counter  measures  are  likely  to  destroy  any  SDI  advantages,  Coufoudakis  said. 
Other  systems  could  be  developed  which  would  eliminate  the  advantages  created 
bySDI.hesaid. 

"There  are  questions  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  SDI  under  battle  conditions,"  said 
Coufoudakis  The  United  States  would  be  faced  with  the  option  of  spending  billions 
of  dollars  without  knowing  the  end  result  and  militarizing  outer  space,  he  said. 


AIDS  task  force  seeks  to  support  victims

Viclims  of  AIDS  suffer  from  more 

than  just  the  medical  symptoms  of  their 
disease.  There  is  an  emotional 
devastation  that  takes  place,  as  well  as 
a  physical  one.  Victims  may  become 
isolated  from  their  friends  and  com- 
munity due  to  the  fear  surrounding  this 
fatal  disease  which  has  stricken  13,000 
people  in  the  United  States  to  date. 

The  Fort  Wayne  AIDS  task  force 
seeks  to  lend  support  to  AIDS  patients 
and  their  families  and  friends. 

Formed  in  March  of  1985,  the  com- 
munity-based task  force  has  a  two-fold 
purpose  —  lo  provide  help  lo  AIDS 
victims  and  their  families  and  to 
educate  the  community  about  AIDS. 

The  task  force  is  composed  of  about 
30  local  people  with  varying 
backgrounds  and  skills.  Ministers, 
lawyers,  homosexuals,  social  service 
people,  psychologists  and  medical 
personnel  work  together  with  com- 
passion to  do  whatever  they  can  to 
make  things  easier  for  AIDS  patients 
and  their  families. 

Some  task  force  members  have 
received  Hospice  training  and  provide 
direct   service    to   victims  and   their 


families.  Service  to  an  AIDS  victim 
may  mean  visiting  him  In  the  hospital 
or  providing  home  care.  Task  force 
members  can  administer  medicine, 
obtain  social  or  medical  help,  sit  and 
talk,  or  go  out  for  groceries  if  that  is 
what  is  needed.  The  task  force  has 


provided  services  to  three  families  in 
Fort  Wayne  and  is  now  working  with 
only  one,  according  lo  Steve  Lewis,  co- 
chair  of  the  task  force. 

The  task  force  also  sponsors  a  sup- 
port group  for  family  and  friends  of 


AIDS  in  the  classroom

The  Indiana  Stale  Board  of  Health  believes  it  is  possible  for  a  child  with  AIDS  to 
attend  school. 

"The  kind  of  contact  that  occurs  in  the  classroom  does  not  transmit  this 
disease,"  said  Dr.  WoodrowA.  Myers,  Jr.,  Indiana  State  Health  Commissioner  as 
he  spoke  to  a  gathering  of  school  personnel  in  Fort  Wayne  Oct.  22. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  issued  voluntary  guidelines  for  schools  to  use  if  they 
should  have  a  student  who  is  a  victim  of  AIDS.  Schools  will  make  their  own 
decisions,  "We  need  to  consider  the  general  slate  of  health  of  ihe  child  in  these 
situations,"  says  Dr.  Jane  Irmscher,  local  health  commissioner.  "The  initial 
decision  should  start  with  the  physician  and  parents." 

AIDS  is  a  retro-virus  which  has  infected  53  people  in  Indiana,  29  of  whom  have 
died.  It  will  continue  to  double  its  victims  for  a  minimum  of  four  to  five  years 
according  to  Myers. 

Myers,  former  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  California  at 
San  Francisco,  helped  to  set  up  the  first  ADDS  care  center  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  before  coming  to  Indiana  in  February  of  1985  to  serve  as  health 
commissioner  "AIDS  has  become  a  social,  moral,  and  religious  question,"  said 
Myers.  "The  state  board  of  health  is  providing  the  best  public  health  information 
available." 


persons  with  AIDS.  It  is  run  by  two 
social  workers  and  meets  the  first  and 
third  Wednesday  of  each  month.  "We 
have  made  an  impact."  said  Linda 
Graham,  a  member  of  the  task  force 
and  a  nursing  faculty  member  al  IP- 
FW. "We  have  given  them  support  and 
helped  them  through  a  real  rough 
time,"  Graham  said 

Community  education  is  an  im- 
portanl  goal  of  the  task  force.  It  is  only 
through  receiving  correct  information 
that  people  will  begin  lo  understand 
AIDS  and  control  the  spread  of  rumor 
and  fear,  says  Lewis.  With  this  goal  in 
mind,  the  task  force,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Purdue  nursing  department, 
Indiana  State  and  Allen  County  Boards 
of  Health,  the  Gay  Lesbian 
Organization  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  the 
New  World  Center,  is  sponsoring  a 
workshop  Nov.  23  at  IPFW. 

"Myths  and  Realities,  AIDS  Con- 
ference '85"  will  feature  Debra  Taylor, 
AIDS  consultant  for  the  Indiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  Dr.  Jerry  Soucy, 
clinical  psychologist  and  director  of  the 
AIDS  action  project  at  Howard  Brown 
Memorial  Clinic  in  Chicago  as  keynote 
speakers.  The  conference  will  be  open 
to  the  public.

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Suicide  destroys  tranquility  of  family  life

Editor's  Note:  This  Is  part 

two  of  a  series. 

Sitting  almost  motionless, 
head  bowed  and  eyes  fixed 
on  the  floor,  Trudi  Bragg,  48. 
recalls  her  son's  short  life. 

"Steve  was  23  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was 
diagnosed  as  a  paranoid 
schizophrenic.  One  time 
after  he'd  read  a  book  "The 
Late  Great  Planet  Earth' '  he 
came  home  and  said  he  was 
the  Antichrist.  He  was 
divorced  and  had  a  child  but 
all  that  was  going  sour 
because  of  his  illness," 
Bragg  said. 

Slowly  turning  her  body 
and  clutching  a  shredded 
Kleenex,  she  continues,  her 
eyes  squinting  as  she  tells  of 
the  days  prior  to  Steve's 
suicide. 

"Upuntillhat  limeiof  the 
suicide),  Steve  had  been  in 
and  out  of  hospitals.  He  was 
on  furlough  from  Larue 
Carter  la  state  mental  in- 
stitution in  Indianapolis).  A 
couple  months  after  he  came 
back,  he  committed 
suicide,1'  she  said,  her  voice 
revealing  the  depth  of  her 
emotions. 

On  Oct.  13, 1979,  Steve  shot 
himself  in  the  head  and  was 
pronounced  dead  on  arrival 
at  Lutheran  Hospital. 
Unable  to  cope  alone,  Bragg 
desperately  searched  for 
help  via  the  Allen  County 
Mental  Health  Association. 

"I  asked  Ruth  Ann 
Sprunger      (executive 


director!  if  there  was  some 
place  I  could  go  to  talk  to 
someone.  That's  when  she 
told  me  about  the  Alliance 
group." 

The  Alliance  for  the 
Mentally  HI  is  a  support 
group  for  friends  and 
families  of  the  emotionally 
and  mentally  ill  sponsored 
by  the  Mental  Health 
Association.  But  Bragg 
decided  not  to  attend  the 
group  because  she  thought. 
"Well,  here  my  son's 
committed  suicide.  What 
will  that  do  to  the  others  (in 
the  group)?"  Less  than  a 
year  after  Steve's  suicide, 
Sprunger  contacted  Bragg 
about  leading  a  new  group 
for  survivors  of  suicide 
called  "We  the  Living." 
Bragg  agreed  to  co-lead  the 
group  with  her  husband. 

"We  the  Living"  meets  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of 
each  month  at  Plymouth 
Congregational  Church,  501 
W.  Berry  St.,  and  has  about 
six  regular  members, 
coming  from  as  far  as 
Marion,  In.,  according  to 
Bragg. 

The  support  group  has  not 
only  helped  Bragg  come  to 
terms  with  feelings  of  guilt, 
anger  and  desperation,  but  it 
has  also  enabled  her  to 
support  others  through 
crises. 

"A  lot  of  my  grief  came 
when  Steve  was  ill.  When 
you  come  down  after  the 
suicide,  it's  like  being  a 
splattered  egg-  You  need  to 
find  someone  to  talk  to,"  she 
said. 


Her  husband  agrees 
"Something  has  changed 
and  it's  changed  forever. 
You're  never  the  same  after 

A  veteran  member  of  the 
group,  who  asked  to  remain 
anonymous,  said  per- 
severence  is  the  key  to 
getting  well. 

"When  my  son  killed 
himself  three  years  ago,  I 
thought  my  life  had  ended.  I 
kept  asking  myself,  why, 
why,   why?  But  vou  never 


find  out  why  because  each 
situation  is  different.  You 
keep  searching  for  answers, 
but  there  are  no  real  an- 
swers. Time  is  the  only 
answer, "he  said. 

Support,  it  seems,  is  the 
partner  to  time. 

"There  might  be 
something  buzzing  inside 
your  head  that  you're  afraid 
to  say,  like  maybe  you  said 
something  you  shouldn't 
have  and  pushed  that  person 
over  the  edge.  You  keep  all 


that  guilt  inside.  Maybe 
someone  in  the  group  will 
ask  what  you're  afraid  to 
and  you  think,  'Gee,  I'm  not 
alone.'" 

"People  say  someone  who 
commits  suicide  is  crazy. 
They  say  that's  the  easy  way 
out.  It's  not.  It's  one  of  the 
hardest  ways  to  go,"  he  said.

Rape  victims  learn  to  fight 
the  violent  crime  in  program

Rape  is  a  crime  of  violence 
which  will  claim  one  out  of 
every  three  women  as  a 
victim.  It  is  an  invasion 
which  can  rob  a  woman  of 
her  sensuality,  self  esteem, 
sexuality  and  her  own 
personal  feeling  of  security. 

The  Rape  Awareness 
Program  (RAPi,  of  the  Fort 
Wayne  Women's  Bureau, 
exists  to  provide  support  to 
victims  of  rape  and  their 
families  in  a  nine  county 
area  of  northeast  Indiana. 
Its  purpose  is  two-fold  — 
crisis  counseling  and 
community  education. 

RAP  has  a  24-hour  hotline 
for  rape  survivors.  Callers 
remain  anonymous.  "You 
only  need  to  give  your  first 
name,"  said  Jeanne  Harber 
Porter,  director  of  RAP.  A 
[rained  counselor  will 
respond  to  your  call  and 
provide  information  and 
essential  emotional  support. 

"If  a  woman  had  just  been 
raped  and  called  us  we  could 
go  to  the  hospital  with  her, 
and  we  could  assist  her 
through  the  legal  system  if 
she  chooses  to  go  that 
route,"  said  Porter.  "Rape 
has  a  rippling  effect,  it 
touches    all    aspects    of   a 


woman's  life.  We  not  only 
work  with  her,  but  we  work 
with  her  family  and  friends 
as  well,"  said  Porter. 

RAP  also  strives  to 
educate  the  community. 
They  have  speakers 
presenting  programs  to 
schools,  organizations,  and 
churches  almost  every  week, 
and  will  speak  to  anyone  who 
requests  it.  Topics  vary 
according  to  the  group. 
They  may  speak  on  subjects 
ranging  from  the  psychology 
of  the  rapist  and  survivor  to 
self-defense  and  what  to  do 
and  how  to  deal  with  being 

A  RAP  brochure  states 
awareness  is  the  most  im- 
portant aspect  of  rape 
violence,  and  their  literature 
and  speakers  emphasize 
self-protection.  Women 
should  be  aware  this  can 
happen  to  them  and  trust 
their  instincts  "Most  people 
have  a  gut  feeling  for  when 
there  is  danger,"  said 
Porter.  "We  need  to  listen  to 
that  instinct  and  take  safety 
precautions." 

RAP  presents  a  special 
program  in  self-defense  and 
rape  awareness  It  is  a  six- 
week  course  designed  to 
teach     basic     self-defense 


techniques 


The 


techniques  can  he  mental  as 
well  as  physical.  One  goal  of 
the  program  is  to  make 
every  woman  a  survivor 

Another  special  program 
is  a  support  group  for  sur- 
vivors of  rape  and  sexual 
assault.  "Turning  Point "  is  a 
six-week,  12-hour  series 
designed  to  help  victims  with 
all  stages  of  recovery  from 
this  traumatic  experience.  It 
is  an  opportunity  for  victims 
to  share  feelings  and 
formation  with  others  who 
have  been  there  themselves.. 

The  statistics  are  grim.  M 
rapes  were  reported  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  Police  Depar- 
tment in  1984.  The  F.B  I. 
says  for  every  one  rape 
reported,  ten  more  go 
unreported.  50  percent  of 
rape  victims  know  their 
attackers.  And  the  average 
age  of  a  rape  victim  is  only 
14. 

The      Rape      Awareness 

Program  has  grown  since 
became  a  part  of  the 
Women's  Bureau  in  1981 
"We  are  touching  a  lot  of 
lives,"  said  Porter.  The 
number  of  calls  to  the  hotline 
yearly.

Although  there  has  been 
some  confusion  with  ticket 
outlets  here  in  the  city, 
Ticketmaster  has  made  it 
possible  to  select  "the  next 
best  seat"  for  most 
Indianapolis  events 

The  international  com- 
puterized system  is  being 
introduced  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  area  through  Karma 
Records  at  3414  N.  Anthony 
Blvd.  "We're  always  having 
customers  come  in  asking 
about  tickets  for  concerts  in 
Indianapolis,  so  we  decided 
that  Ticketmaster  would  be 
a  good  service  for  the 
community."  said  Manager 
Calvin  White 

White  added  that  tickets 
for  any  event  in  Indianapolis 
are  available  except  those 
for  the  Indianapolis  Colts 
games.  "No  tickets  for  the 
Colts  went  on  the  system,  but 
something  is  being  done 
about  that,"  he  explained. 

The  next  concert  in 
Indianapolis  that  tickets  are 
available    for    is   the  Bodv 


Blast  Jam  scheduled  for 
November  B  Ready  for  the 
World,  Gap  Band,  Climax 
and  Andre  Cymone  are  just  a 
few  of  the  groups  appearing. 
"Six  or  seven  groups  will  be 
at  that  concert.  It  will 
probably  be  an  all  day 
event,"  White  said. 

The  service  will  cause  a 
slight  addition  to  the  cost  of 
tickets.  Usually  there  will  be 
a  $1.35  charge  for  all  con- 
certs and  only  a  $1  charge 
for  sporting  events.  Both  are 
included  in  the  price  of  the 
ticket. 

"Most  promoters  do  have 
a  service  charge.  With 
Sunshine  promotions  it  was 
25  cents,  but  the  price  has 
been  raised  to  75  cents  since 
a  standard  has  been  set  for 
all  the  stores  that  distribute 
tickets, "he  said. 

Sunshine  Promotions 
handles  ticket  sales  for 
many  of  the  conerts  held  at 
the  Coliseum.  They  first 
receive  tickets  then  dispense 
them  to  various  ticket 
outlets  throughout  the  city. 


When  they  decided  to  pull 
tickets  from  the  community, 
they  left  a  lot  of  people 
stunned  by  announcing  that 
Wooden  Nickel  would  be  shut 
out. 

"We're  not  upset  about  it 
at  all,"  said  Barry  Sordelet, 
assistant  manager  at 
Wooden  Nickel,  "but  the 
publicity  is  kind  of 
notorious,"  Sordelet  said 
that  Wooden  Nickel  has  a 
"great"  clientel  and  that  the 
loss  of  ticket  sales  is  rather 


insignificant.  "It  won't  hurt 
our  business,"  he  added. 

All  ticket  outlets  in  the 
area  receive  75  cents  from 
every  ticket  sale.  "Con- 
sidering the  small  number  of 
concerts  held  in  town  and  the 
number  of  tickets  we  sold, 
the  amount  of  money  lost 
can't  be  significant,"  said 
Sordelet,   "even  though  we 


were  the  number  one  ticket 
outlet." 

Under  the  Ticketmaster 
system  Karma  Records 
won't  even  receive  25  cents, 
In  fact,  they  don't  receive 
any  proceeds  at  all.  But, 
White  feels  that  the  service 
will  eventually  "pay-off." 
"It's  definitely  not  profitable 
now,  but  this  city  really 
needs  it."
